IMMIGRATION BILL AMENDMENT.

The amendment, is the 
result of the. demand from the Pacific 
coast states for the exclusion of Jap- 
anese coolies, and it is understood that 
it will aid In securing an understand- 
ing between the administration and 
the San Francisco delegation now in 
Washington conferring: with President 
Roosevelt. • 
"That whenever the President shall 


be satisfied that, passports issued by 
any foreign government to its citizens 
to go t'» any country, other than the 
United States, or to any insular pos- 
session of tho United States or to the 
canal 7.0115 aro being used for the pur- 
pose of enabling the holders to como to 
the continental territory of the United 
Slates tn th.? dctrment of labor con- 
ditions therein, the President may ro- 
fnsa'lo permit 
MU'h citizens of
